Ripley, 
accompanied by Mrs. Ripley, arrived 
in Santa Barbara from Chicago De- 
cember 11 for the purpose of recup- 
erating. 

Ripley’s illness took a serious turn 
one week ago. At the time) of death 
Mrs. Ripley and their daughter and 
son-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. S. M. Coe, 
were with him. 

For several years Ripley had. been 
4% director of the Santa Barabara 
Chamber of Commerce, and was a 
member of several Eastern clubs, as 
well as a member of the California 
Club at ILos Angeles and the Santa 
Barabara Club. He was one of the 
best known railroad. officials in the 
country. He entered the railroad 
business when he was 21, as a clerk 
in the freight department of the Bos- 
ton office of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road. In 1870 he became a clerk in 
the Boston office of the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy Railroad and two 
years later he was made the New 
England freight and passenger agent 
of the company. : 

In 1876 he was appointed general 
eastern agent of the company for the 
territory east of Buffalo. Eleven 
ears later the office of traffic man- 
ager was created and Ripley was ap- 
pointed to fill it. He then moved to 
Chicago. 

In 1888 he was made. general 
manager of the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy Railroad. June 1, 1890, 
he resigned to become third vice- 
president of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul Railroad. He resigned 
January 1, 1896, to become president 
of the Santa Ie system, a position he 
held for many years.

DUE TO ACCIDENT: CRY OF MOTHER 


Coroner's Jury Announces Verdict ; 
Accounts of Dead Man Fail to 
Show Any: Cause for Suicide 


San Francisco.—Vallejo is mysti- 
fied by the sudden death of City Treas- 
urer Noah Hatheway, thirty-eight- 
year-old bachelor, one of Vallejo’s 
popular, en, who was killed by a bul- 
let irom his own, revolver, Thursday 
night, February 5. ; 

A Coroner’s jury after an. inquest 
brought in “a Verdict that death was 
caused by a gunshot wound from a 
weapon accidentally discharged. 

The wound was inflicted by a ham- 
merless revolver—a type that re- 
quires a trigger pull and additional 
pressure on the safety lever to dis- 
charge it—and but one cartridge was 


in the weapon, which was of .38 
caliber. Those who lean toward the 
theory of suicide tind themselves 


balked in casting about for a reason. 

Hatheway’s friends deny he was 
made despondent by criticism of the 
office hours he maintained as City 
Treasurer, that came from the Town 
Trustees the morning of his death. 
An appropriation permitting the 
Treasurer to hire Miss Helen Hathe- 
way, a niece, as his assistant, gave 
out last week and Miss Hatheway 
left Tuesday night, February 3, for 
another position at the Mare Island 
Navy Yard. The office had no other 
employes. Wednesday and Thursday 
the Treasurer's office was locked up. 
Taxpayers who tried to leave their 
money at the office complained at the 
meeting of the Trustees, Thursday 
morning. 

Acting Mayor G. A. Bergwall di- 
rected Trustee R. O. Pierce to take 
the matter up with> Hatheway in an 
effort to have the Treasurer maintain 
stated office hours. Pierce did not 
see Hatheway -and the Treasurer’s 
friends say he never learned of this 
incident. 

It is also denied that Hatheway had 
had trouble with his younger brother 
Gerard, lately discharged from the 
Navy.

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About’ 40,000,000 Tons of 
Anthracite Coal Are Mined 
Every Year by Wet Process 


The rivers of Pennsylvania yield 
about 250,000 tons of coal every year. 
About 40,000,000 tons of anthracite 
coal are mined every year by the “wet 
process” in Lackawanna, Luzerne, Car- 
bon, Schuylkill and Northumberland 
counties. The process requires the use 
of vast quantities of watgr, which 
when it is discharged carries Jn sus- 
pension millions of tons of culm or 
coal dust fine enough to pass through 
the smallést screen in a dry process 
breaker. Much of the culm finds its 
way into the rivers of the anthracite 
district, the Lackawanna, the Susque 
hanna, the Schuylkill] and the Lehigh. 

They carry culm waste for many 
miles downstream, to drop it at last 
in shallows and eddies behind dams 
and on valley bottoms. Much of the 
coal thus scattered is recovered by 
dredging with suction dredges or with 
the more familiar bucket type of 
dredge. The machinery, which is usu- 
ally mounted on a_ stern-wheel, flat- 
bottom boat, dumps the coal into scows 
that carry 12 to 14 tons. ‘The recov- 
ered river coal brings from 70 to 90 
cents at the wharf. ;

A gov- 
ernment estimate shows that of 6,000, 
000,000 tens of coal mined in one year 
(1914-1915), 3,000,000 was left under- 
ground in unminable condition, , says: 
Boys’ Life. It is believed that more — 
than one-half of this loss 1s preventa- 
ble; $50,000,000 worth of petroleum is 
wasted annually and $75,000,000 in cok- 
ing coal. In 1914, 2,454 persons were 
killed in coal mihes. 

To study and remedy such cenditions - 
the government established in 1910 a 
bureau of mines with headquarters at 
Washington, an experiment station at 
Pittsburgh, and anoffice for the study 
of smelter problems at San Francisco. 
This bureau investigates mine explo- 
sions and safety conditions, studies 
mining methods with a view to pre- 
venting waste and inefficiency, and in- 
structs miners in first-aid and rescue 
work. va
